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Dr. Fred Hoskins Praises 
United Church Of Christ 

In its first two years of life the Unit- 
ed Church of Christ (the union of the 
Evangelical and Reformed Church and 
the Congregational Christian Church- 
es) has proven "groundless" the major 
fears of its critics, the denomination's 
co-president recently declared. 

According to the Rev. Dr. Fred Hos- 
kins, Minister of the Congregational 
Christian Churches and Co-President 
of the United Church, the new body is 
in no danger of becoming a monolithic 
super-church. "Our two years of ex- 
perience," he said, "makes it quite 
clear that the fears of some that the 
proper prerogative of local churches 
would be jeopardized by the Union 
have been groundless." 

On the contrary, Dr. Hoskins stated 
that within the denomination "the pri- 
macy of the local church everywhere 
and in every respect is heralded." 

The United Church was created two 
years ago when the two uniting bodies 
met in the Uniting General Synod at 
Cleveland, Ohio. Some local churches 
in the Congregational Christian fellow- 
ship expressed fears that within the 
United Church local congregations 
would lose some of their freedom of 
action to a strong centralized denom- 
inational authority.. 

It is not enough for local churches 
to demand their rights, Dr. Hoskins 
said, adding that "the time has come 
to make the local church a place where 
something happens/' He called upon 
the United Church of Christ "to re- 
orient the life of the local church, to 
turn it away from over-much empha- 
sis upon preening its own feathers." 

Dr. Hoskins said that the local 
church must be "God's hand of re- 
formation of community affairs" and 
to carry out its tasks "right where it 
is situated." 

Another area of concern for the 
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United Church of Christ, Dr. Hoskins 
declared, is to make more significant 
the role of lay members. "The kingdom 
is not going to be brought in by the 
very best ushering, or by the tastiest 
supper, or by the world's most effic- 
ient every-member canvass," he said 

"It is my earnest hope," Dr. Hos- 
kins stated, "that the United Church 
of Christ will employ all the power 
which resides in its laity for doing the 
things which belong uniquely to the 
church. This will mean securing the 
financial commitment of men and wo- 
men to the things to which, they com- 
mit themselves with their lips. It will 
mean directing their minds to an or- 
derly understanding of their relation 
to God and of their proper relation to 
His church. It will mean teaching 
them how to be the church themselves 
wherever they work and play and un- 
dertake to be responsible citizens."

John E. Morse Succeeds 
Dr. Wm. Kincaid Newman 

John E. Morse, prominent attorney 
of Vancouver, Washington, has been 
elected a Secretary or the Board of 
Home Missions of The Congregational 
Christian Churches effective Septem- 
ber 1, 1959. 

Mr. Morse will become Secretary for 
Church Building, replacing Dr. William 
K. Newman, who was recently chosen 
to head the denomination's Pension 
Boards. The announcement of the ap- 
pointment was made by Dr. Truman B. 
Douglass, Executive Vice-President of 
the Board of Home Missions. 

Mr. Morse is a partner in ths well 
known law firm of Robinson, Morse 
and Landerholm of Vancouver, Wash- 
ington. 

In his new position, Mr. Morse will 
oversee the administration of a Church 
Building Loan Fund in excess of $7,- 
500,000 and of grants made to local 
churches totalling in excess of $6,770,- 
000. In addition, he will counsel with 
churches of the denomination on prob- 
lems related to church building. 

Several years ago the Congregational 
Christian Churches raised a fund of 
$4,500,000 to augment its then existing 
fund of $3,000,000 to meet the press- 
ing needs of churches in new and ex- 
panding communities. The money is 
loaned out to new congregations 
which are getting establised, as well as 
to older congregations the growing

THE LARGER PATRIOTISM 

Fourth of July Message 

Rev. Dr. Edwin T. Dahlberg, President 
of the National Council of Churches 

Soon there will be hoisted up the 
flagpoles of the nation a flag with two 
new stars — one for Alaska, one for 
Hawaii. 

This means an immensely larger 
America — a fifty-star Republic. 

If we should superimpose the map 
of Alaska on the map of the forty- 
eight states of the Union as they were, 
the base of Alaska's bifd-shaped head 
would rest on Florida, the head on 
northern Minnesota, and the Aleutian 
Islands beak would reach up the coast 
of California. Now Hawaii is added to 
the rest, extending our nation far into 
the Pacific Ocean towards Asia. 

Such an expansion of the American 
Union calls for an expansion of the 
American soul. No longer can we think 
of our American traditions in terms of 
the Pilgrim fathers alone, or the Amer- 
ican Indian, the Negro, or the immi- 
grant stock of Europe and other lands. 
Suddenly the Eskimo, the Aleut, and 
the Hawaiian have become our coun- 
trymen. To the forty-niners of the 19th 
Century we add the fifty-niners of the 
20th Century. 

To incorporate all these new citi- 
zens into our culture and into the body 
politic will call for infinite wisdom and 
patience. There will need to be a great 
widening of our capacities for fellow- 
ship, an enlargement of our concept of 
patriotism, and a new understanding of 
what we mean by the American way. 
New religions have been added as well 
as new languages and people. 

This is the beginning of a splendid 
adventure. Like Abraham of old, we 
are journeying into a new and better 
country. Let our. prayer be that we 
might be delivered from the ambitions 
of national power and pride. Now, if 
ever, we need to "do justly, and love 
mercy, and walk humbly with our 
God." It is God who is the Author of 
our liberties. Only his might can per- 
manently protect us and preserve sweet 
freedom's song. 

As we lift our eyes to the new and 
even more beautiful banner that will 
soon be unfolded to the sky, let us 
evoke the blessings of God upon it, 
and pledge to it our highest allegiance, 
that we may forever be a people whose 
God is the Lord. 



Southern Union College 
Drops Football Program 

Southern Union College will not have 
a football team this Fall, according to 
an announcement made by W. Press- 
ley Ingram of Birmingham, Chairman 
of the Executive Committee of the 
Board of Trustees. This action is in 
line with that recently taken at West 
Georgia College and South Georgia 
College, both state-supported schools. 

Mr. Ingram's statement came after a 
special meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee to consider the football future 
after the college had received the resig- 
nation of Mr. Earl Bentley, coach of 
the Bisons since football was reinstat- 
ed three years ago. 

President Walter A. Graham stated 
that he was very reluctant to see the 
college drop football, but in view of 
the fact that the college is facing a real 
financial struggle, along with most all 
independent colleges throughout the 
country, he felt that the Executive 
Committee had taken the only possible 
action. 

Dr. Graham emphasized the fact that 
the Bisons will continue to enter teams 
in collegiate competition in basketball,

On Choosing A College 

(The following is re-printed from THE 
CHRISTIAN SUN substituting South- 
ern Union College for Elon College.) 

A big decision that faces high school 
graduates concerns going to college. 
Will they, or will they won't? To go or 
not to go, that is a question. 

Granted that the decision is to seek 
further learning under the guidance of 
a college, then what college? There are 
many answers. The one nearest home, 
or one far away in another area; the 
cheapest or one that ranks high and 
costs much; one operated by the state, 
or a Church School; a small college, or 
a large one; my denominational college, 
or some other; one that will prepare me 
for a certain type of work; or just a 
college. 

Those fortunate youngsters who 
know what they plan to do through 
life have a certain advantage in the 
selection of college, for they can pick 
one that will prepare them for their 
chosen work. Others may need to dis- 
cover what their abilities are by tak- 
ing proper tests, and then select a col- 
lege that can challenge them to use 
their best talents to the limit of their 
abilities. 

Always church young people and 
their parents should think in terms of 
their own church college as being the 
first choice. There may be adequate 
reasons to pick another school, but 
those reasons need to be good. In our 
area Southern Union (Elon) rightfully 
has first claim on the youth of our 
churches, and most of our young people 
will doubtless be wise in choosing 
Southern Union (Elon) as a home for 
two (four) years of earnest endeavor 
to learn the things young people of our 
time should know. Some will find it 
advisable to go elsewhere, but that de- 
cision needs to be based on sound rea- 
soning.
